witinit, Anumber of Noble men were of the 
ſame opinion. As for Lawyers, they knew there 
was no Statute in anic Kings time, could compel!

purchaſing th&ſelues,ſo that it were folly to looke 
tor any mony from them, Soldiers {wore by their 
Armes ( which were moſt lamentablic out at cl.

Schollers ceuld hauc tound in their hearts 
to haue made mony of their bookes, <ownes,cor- 
ner caps,& bedding, to hauec payde their ſhare to» 

wards this workeot Charitie, but men hold all that 
was theirs (howe good (ocuer,) inſuch vile con- 
tcpt,that not cuenthoſe wl1o vpon a good pawne 
will/end money tothe Diuell, ( 1 mcanc Brokers)

Oft-cnd beeing be- 
lieged , hecloſtonc of hiseyes , whilſt hee 1o0- 
ked cucr the walles , which firſt torme d:d ra- 
ther drinehim on to more dangerous aduentures, 
though tothe hazard cucn ot a ſhipwracke, (then 
like a fearcfull Merchant ) torunne his fortunes 
and reputation on ground , for the boyſterous 
threatnings of cuery idle b:]low, Sothis hisreſo- 
lution ſet vpon his reſt,tolcaue allthe remainer of 
his budy to that Countrey, which had taken from 
him one of the bet iewells of his lite, ſince it had a 
pecce ot him,he would not ſo diſhonor the place, 
as to carry away thereſtbroken . Intothe fi-1d 
therefore comgs hehe fates putting both his cies 
into one, (of purpole)becauſe he ſhould looke vp. 
on none but his enemies : where, a batraile being 
to be fought, the deſert aduanced him to aduance 
the Colours,by which dignitie,he became one of 
the faircſt markes , which was then to be ſhot at:

Grawe Spencer was no ſooner entred into this 
(bappeli of Apollo, butthelſe elder Fathers of the a 
wine Farie, gauc him a Lawrer & ſung 1115 Welcome : 
{ haner call'de him his Sonne ,ard plac'de him at 
athis righthand. Allofthem(ataligne giuea by 
the whole 2uireof the Houſes that brouylit him 
thither ,) cloling vpthcir lippes in filence, and tu- 
ning all their cares for attention,to hcare him ſing 
out the reſt of his Fayrie Quernes prailes, 

In another companie far learned Watſon, indu- 
Airious Kd, ingemous Archiow, andtho( hee had 
bene a Player, molded out of their pennes)yet be+ 
caulc be had benetheir Lover, and a Regii cer tothe 

Muſe, 
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C1uſes,lnimitable Brathy: theſe were likewiſe ca« 
row ling to one another atthe holy well, ſome of 
them ſirging Peursto Apolio,fom of them Hymnes 
to thereſt ot the Goddes, whilſt Atarbm, Greexe, 
and Peele had got vnderthe ſhades of a large wy»e, 
laughingto ſee Naſh(that was but = cometo 


then Colledge,)ſtill haunted with the ſharpe and 
S$aiyricall ſpirit that followd him heere vpon earth : 
for Nafh inueyed bitterly (as he bad wont tro do)a- 
eainſt dry- fiſted Parrons,accuſing them of hisvn + 
timely death, beeaule if they had giuen his I/«ſe 
that cheriſhment which fſhee moſt worthily deſer + 
ued, hee hadfed to his dying day on fat Capoas, 
burnt ſackand Suger, and not ſodeſperately haue 
ventur de his life , and ſhortend his dayes by kee- 

ing company with pickleherrings : thereſt ask't 
pin whatnewcs in the world, heetold them that 
Barb.ariſme was now growneto bee an Epidemiall 
diſcale, and more com then the tooth-ache :
